Reward was originated at the Do- 
minion Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
and is the result of a cross between 
Marquis and Prelude _made by Dr. 
Charles Saunders in 1912, Under the 
direction of Mr, L. H>-Newman, the 
present Dominion Cerealist, the var- 
fety was tested for several years by 
several hundred co-operators in dif- 
ferent_parts of the west. Finally the 
variety was released by the Minister 
of Agriculture for further trials by 
farmers in 1928. : 

Reward wheat has this year been 
accepted for registration by the Cana- | 


dian Seed Growers’ Association, which 


means that the scientific plant breed- 
ers of Canadian Institutions consider 
that the variety is of good economic 
value and is well-suited for use in 
Western Canada. There can, there-

fications along our coastlines. Battle- 
ships have saved us a great and ex- 
pensive army for defense purposes. 

“We realize that naval power plus 
military power would menace every 
nation. We only wish the people 
who have armies had gone as far as 
the naval people in reducing and lim- 
iting.” 

He declared cruisers to be of great- 
er offensive use than battleships, par- 
ticularly in preying on commerce and 
blockading. 

Vice-Admiral A. D. P. R. Pound, of 
Great Britain, supported Swanson, 
declaring that general naval superi- 
ority, not capital ships, enables at- 
tacks on trade. Similarly, he contin- 
ued, it is not fair to claim that bat- 
tleships are destined for carrying out 
invasions, 

“The capital ships of the world can 
now almost be numbered on the fin- 
gers of the two hands,” he said.

This is convocation week in Oan- 
ada, In all parts of the Dominion 
stydents will be tapped by their 
chancellot and will hear the phrase 
‘“‘Admitto Te.’’ 

To what, precisely, are these young 
Canadians being admitted? To a 
closed society of people who aspire 
to intellectual superiority over the 
rest of their countrymen or to a 
broherhood that sets no boundaries 
upon its associations To.a state 
of mind which assumes that the per- 
son who has imbibed ‘‘the higher 
education’’ has a right to expect the 
country to support him or her in 
easy and lucrative occupations or to 
a state of mind which admits that 
for the university graduate the pro- 
cess of becoming educated has only 
just begun? To a career with ser- 
vice as its driving . force? These 
questions are unanswerable, for ob- 
viously it all depends upon the stud- 
ent, but sitice there is perhaps no 
more significant section of the Can- 
adian population at the present haz- 
arcous time than this year’s gradu- 
ates it is worth discussing them in 
a general way. 

It is evident that when we discuss 
the university of 1932 in Canada, we 
are discussing a different institution 
to the university of, let us say, 1832 
in England. It is possible that the 
change which has taken place in the 
nature of the university is both for 
the worse and for the better. It has 
undoubtedly lost much of its seclus- 
ion, much of its essential academic- 
alism and, since it has been commer- 
cialized and enlarged to embrace a 
relatively high percentage of the 
populaton, it has ceased to be ex- 
clusively a place of study for econ- 
omically dependent people who fol- 
low knowledge for its own sake, On 
the other hand, the very process of 
expansion has exerted a liberalizing 
force and has increased the power 
of the institution as a mould of 
public opinion. In other words, the 
majority of this week’s. graduates 
have taken their university courses 
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less social signifcance than the atti- 
tude of mind which may be there de- 
veloped,

‘‘ Editor, The Gateway,’’ 

‘“‘University of Alberta. 

‘‘Dear Sir—After an appalling 
waste of paper and printer’s ink on 
fatuous features of ‘April Fool’ 
news stories, ‘The Gateway’ is to be 
congratulated for having turned its 
attention to the circuletion of an in- 
toberable publication and the pres- 
ence of an intolerant preacher in the 
city of Edmonton. It is entirely fit- 
ting, Mr, Editor, that our university 
paper, which represents the liberal 
opinion of an enlightened student 
body, should take its stand against 
these deadly enemies of religious 
tolerance and personal ‘iberty.

Proves London Doctor Wrong 


Bomeone Estimates Body’s Material

Private Schools In Canada 


Two Hundred and Ninety-Two Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Schools 
In Dominion 
Private elementary and secondary 
schools in Canada, not, including the 
Province of Quebec, -enrolled 33,973 
students in 1981. The schools number- 
ed 292, of which 66 were girls’ schools, 


“|52 yere boys’ schools, and 174 were 


mixed. Almost a third of the pupils 
lived in residence. Of the total there 
were 19,890 in elementary grades, 11,- 
228 in secondary grades, and 2,860 
others, most of whom were doing spe- 
cial work at the high school level. 
Figures for Quebec are not yet avail- 
able for 1931, but in 1930 there were 
in that province 524 private or inde- 
pendent schools with 57,841 pupils. 

The overwhelming majority of the 
younger generation in Canada attend 
the public schools which come under 
the direet administration and control 
of the respective provincial govern- 
ments. In mest of the provinces 
both elementary and secondary 
education is free, the * secondary 
education in some cases being as ad- 
vanced as the first year in a recogn- 
ized university.

Trying New ew Experiment 


Scientists Will Endeavor-To Test 
Atmosphere During Sun’s Eclipse 
Science will take advantage of a 

99-second total eclipse of the sun on 

August 31, to check tip on Professor 

Albert Einstein’s theory of astral 

light deflection. Elaborate plans for 

the test, which will utilize all modern 
equipment possible, with aeroplanes 
and balloofs taking a major part, 

Were announced by Northwestern 

University, Chicago. 

When the moon’s shadow wipes out 
the sun’s light for the few brief mo- 
ments, balloons carrying aerological 
instruments, and aeroplanes bearing 
additional delicate recording -equip- 
ment; will be ready to meet the occa- 
sion over Freyburg, Me. 

Freyburg, said Dr. Oliver Justin 
Lee, Associate Professor of Astron- 
omy, was chosen because forecasts in- 
dicate that the most favorable weath- 
er conditions will prevail there. 

This will be the first time,.Dr. Lee 
said, that science has ever under- 
taken to determine what happens to 
atmospheric pressure and tempera- 
ture ‘during the eclipse. If plans ma- 
terialize, one of the astral expeditions 
‘planes will climb 30,000 feet where 
clouds or haze won't interfere. 

The full eclipse will sweep down 
from the Arctic region, across the 
Province of Quebec and the North- 
eastern corner of the United States: 
Tt will then pass out over the Atlan- 
tic at Cape Cod.

Matter Brought Before League Of 
Nations Manchurian Commission 
News of how 6,000,000 Chinese flood 

sufferers in the Hwei River Valley 

north of Anhwei are existing chiefly 
on grass and bark, while some are 
being sold in ‘a human market, was 
brought to the attention of the 

League of Nations’ Manchurian Com- 

mission at Peiping. 

The affected area was estimated at 
twice the size of New York State. 

The chief supply of food has been 
relief wheat from the United States. 
But owing to the trouble at Shanghai 
between the. Chinese “and Japanese 
and inconvenient transportation con- 
ditions only 4,000 tons of wheat thus 
far have reached the Hwei Vailley, 
said Shaowu Peter Chuan, superin- 
tendent of the National Flood Relief 
Commission. for the North Anhwei 
area, 

It will be late in June before the 
wheat crop will have matured and the 
problem is’ to feed the starving mil- 
lions, while the authorities do every- 
thing possible to improve transporta- 
tion. Meanwhile, the refugees’ have 
been eating grass, weeds, sprouts and 
the bark of trees. 

Relief workers reported to Chuan 
that the market price for the sale of 
humans is $1 in Chinese money, or 
about twenty cents in American, for 
each year of the person’s age. A ten- 
year-old child sells for $10 or about 
$2 in gold, the rate rising $1 a year 
until the age of 25, when the price 
begins to recede.

Earnest Consideration Of the

Government control of radium pro- 
duction and conservation is having 
the “immediate and earnest” consid- 
eration of the government, Right 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, leader of the 
senate told that body when Major- 
Gen. A. D. McRae’s resolution wi 
further discussed. . 

‘It looks as though Canada had a 
supply of radium of inestimable value 
to this country and to the world such 
as to imply the necessity of a thor- 
ough and most careful investigation,” 
deciared Mr. Meighen. He was confi- 
dent that a solution involving control 
was under careful review. : 

The danger of a mining rush into 
the Great Bear Lake district of Can- 
ada’s North West Territories, a thou- 
sand miles north of civilization, with 
the possibility of winter overtaking 
the men before they could get out, 


was feared by Senator McRae. He| 


urged the government to take such 
measures as will ensure no man going 
in who had not made proper provision 
for getting out. :

Travelling without fuel in the 


worst period of the year, the young- 
ster brought his charges from their 
camp near Back River to Wager In- 
let and staggered into the R.C.M.P. 


post there after being without food 
for three days, 

The pathetic saga is told by Con- 
stable J. W. McCormack, of the 
Chesterfield Inlet post. ‘Eladenac," 
father of the unnamed young hero, 
died early in the winter of 1930, and 
soon after his wife, ““Kudluk,”” became 
ill, The 12-year-old boy hunted for 
the family and often spent two or 
three days on the trail alone. Hunt- 
ing was bad and attacked with dis- 
temper, their dogs died off until only 
two remained. When the triv had all 
but given up hope, the boy shot two 
deer and hauled in the meat himself. 

Corporal McCormack takes up the 
story: — 

“A few days later when he saw 
his mother was getting no better, he 
put her and his little brother on the 
sled and started off for Wager Inlet 
post—a distance of about 160 miles 
—himself pulling in the harness with 
the two dogs. They had no-fuel to 
provide heat for the sick mother, and 
for a kid of his age to be able to 
build an igloo, work as he did and 
find his way back to the post through 
a maze of mountains and lakes such 
as inland travel always presents, is 
a great compliment to the young 
natives’ ability as travellers when it 
comes to a hard pinch. They took a 
long time making that 160 miles for 
it was the worst time of the year.” 

“Kudluk” got well, but, as she 
would not marry, became the drudge 
of the camp. Staying with~ anyone 
who offered them space in the igloos. 
Kudluk and her boys ate what was 
left when the others had finished and 
in every way took.a “back seat.” 

“Kudluk” did all the heavy work 
of the camps, frequently toiling until 
midnight; and then arising first to 
make the breakfast. After this she 
was required to break trail ahead of 
the dogs and carried her three-year- 
old on her back all-day long. | .. 

On one trip, Corporal McCormack 
reports, the Eskimos were on the 
heavy trail from seven in the morn- 
ing until midnight and the mother 
kept ahead of the dogs all the way. 
“She showed a cheerful disposition,” 
he says, “and seemed content with 
her lot.” 

And through it all she was helped 
by her devoted young son who aided 
his mother in all her work.

rect course, a court of inquiry has 
declared that the captain of the 
Canadian liner, “Prince David,” which 
ran on a reef near Bermuda, is “in- 
competent,” and to blame for the ac- 
cident. Other officers share the blame. 
The captain may lose his certificate— 
his “driving license.” 

One can easy be wise after an 
event, and it is easy to find cause of 
blame for an accident at sea, The law 
of the sea is inexorable. It does not 
allow a margin for human error. A 
captain must do exactly the right 
thing, or he is held guilty. 

Perhaps it is right that this should 
be so. The consequences of an acci- 
dent at sea may be too terrible to ad- 
mit of laxity on the part of the man 
responsible, and for leniency on the 
part of the men who investigate the 
affair. Censure must be so severe that 
it will serve as a warning to others 
to make sure that the safety of sev- 
eral hundred people and of a ship 
costing millions of dollars, is as cer- 
tain as human agency can make it. 

There is no room for mistakes at 
sea. Yet people on land are allowed 
to drive cars on the highway, they 
can make mistakes that land their 


down, and a court seldom finds a 
motor driver to blame. 

If the law were as strict, and a 
driver’s license taken away from him 
after an accident, to the cause of 
which he had contributed, there would 
be very few automobile accidents at 
all. 

There were 29 people killed on the 
Ontario highways in March. There 
will be many more killed during the 
motoring months of April to October, 
But just make the laws of the land 
as strict as the laws of the sea, and 
there will scarcely be a fatality any- 
where.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Just raise the average temperature 

of the earth two or three degrees and 

you can bid good-bye to all the big 

cities on earth. Glaciers will melt and 


oceans will rise, and———

on this, Dr. William J, Humphreys, 
of the United States weather biireau, 
took a lot of evidence to make up 
the painstaking case, presented to the 
American Meteorological Society, that 
the earth’s ‘glaciers, if melted, would 
raise the ocean level 150 feet, and 
that the aforementioned slight in- 
crease in warmth would do the melt- 
ing. 

One could still be dry above the 
15th floor level in cities with sky- 
scrapers, but all about would be the 
bounding waves. London, Paris, New 
York, Montreal, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Washington, Shanghai—all 
gone. 

By way of cheer, Dr. Humphreys 
pictured the world as delicately bal- 
anced between this catastrophe and 
the equally cheerless prospect of an- 
other glacial period. It would take 
but a drop of five or six degrees in 
the earth to bring back the ice age, 
with Canada and the United States 
as far south as Kentucky and Iowa 
one vast skating rink. 

But skating enthusiasts needn't 
cheer. Dr, Humphreys said the earth 
is gradually growing warmer and the 
next ice age, although forecast, is 
some millions of years off. So, prob- 
ably, is the glacier melting period.
